Wonderful Model Dwellings for Art- 
isans Erected in Rome 


in answer to a plea for the “nura- 
ery school,” a correspondent, writing 
to the Scotsman, points out that at 
least in one country in Europe ideal 
home and attention for the little 
ones are provided. “TF refer,” he con- 
tinues, “to the wonderful model 
dwellings for artisans erected in 
Rome in pre-war days by Signor 
Talmo, engineer and eocial worker 
who, with a limited liability com- 
fay in Rome—over 60,000 persons.
